Minus was 
it teacher in the mission school, and had 
just been dismissed from his place for im- 
proper conduct.

Stewart, before whom he will be brought to 
trial. 

A Hare War. 

Charleston, S.C., J.uly 15. — A conllict 

between whites and blacks is reported to be 
in progress in Barnfell county, South Caro- 
lina. Reporters havo started for the scene 
uf the rumored trouble, which is not ac- 
cessible by wire. 

The Canadian Eleven Defeated. 

Philadelphia, Pa., duly lf>. — In the 
international cricket matches the Canadian 
eleven finished their first innings, with 141 
rims to their credit. They went into their 
second innings and were retired for 07 runs, 
or a total of i'!S for the game, 31 less than 
tho United Slates team made in their lirst 
inning yesterday. 

Spontaneous Coiubitntlon. 

Minneapolis, July 15. — The large seven 
story warehouse of the Security Co. was en- 
tirely destroyed by fire this afternoon, to- 
gether with its contents. Spontaneous 
combustion was the cause. The upper 
floors were tilled with agricultural imple- 
ments, and on the fourth floor were 500 tons 
of binding twine. Tho three story stone 
building adjoining was crushed by the fall- 
ing walls. The buildings cost S50,000,on 
which there is §35,000 insurance. The first 
lloor was occupied as a shipping room; the 
•second floor by offices; the third by the 
1 leering Co; the fourth by the Appleton 
Mfg. Co. ; the fifth and sixth by general 
storage, and the seventh by furniture. The 
total loss is $815,000. 

Another Steamer CllpglzCll. 

ELY, Vt., July [5. — The steam tug 
Heart was capsized and sunk in Pairlee 
pond during a severe storm to-day, and 
Capt. Prank Brown was drowned. Several 
other boats were upset, but their occupants 
escaped.

Chicago, July 15. — fudge Tttlly, to day, 
decided that the Chicago and Western In- 
diana railway cannot interfere with the ex- 
isting lease held by the Wabash Railway 
Co for tho use of the lirst named company's 
tracks between this city and Hammond, In- 
diana. The Western Indiana road claims 
that it is the purpose of the Wabash to* 
allow the Canadian Pucilic to enter Chicago 
over their tracks. 

YcllOW l ever 111 Havana. 

New Vkuk, July 15.- Passengers arriving 
on the steamer Orizaba from Havana state 
that yellow fever of a violent type is raging 
in that city. They s;iy that 150 eases a day 
arc reported, and that foreigners art leaving 
the city as f ist as they can get away. The 
weather is very hot uud the sanitary con- 
dition of the city is bad. 

Fearful C'oMiIcr K -plosion. 

Cincinnati, July Id — It is rumored that 
100 or 200 people have been killed by an ex- 
plosion oi the powder mills at Poster's 
Crossing, Ohio. The explosion occurred in 
a ear containing several tons of giant pow- 
der on the Little Miami railroad, at Dean's 
station, this evening, Particulars have not 
yet. reached here, but it is reported that 
ten bodies have been taken from the ruins, 
and that thirty persons ure injured.

Ttansc Sensational Dispatches. 

London, July 1-1. — The Dominion govern- 
ment has received official advices this after- 
noon from Victoria that the report about 
Canadian sealers fitting up there for offen- 
sive operations in Behring sea is without 
foundation. The state department was con- 
siderably exercised regarding tho situation, 
but now all fears of any injudicious proceed- 
ing have been dispelled.

It has con- 
siderably modified, however, since the semi- 
official announcement that pending negotia- 
tions no seizures would take place. 

I'lisseil (lie Third Heading. 

London, 15. — The bill providing for the 
cession of Heligoland to Germany passed its 
third reading in the House of Lords this 
evening, with only a verbal amendment 
which in no way altered the sense of flic 
measure. 

The Transfer »l Heligoland. 

Berlim, Jul}' 15.— Emperor William will 
arrange the ceremonies to be obsurved at 
the formul transfer of Heligoland to Ger- 
many during his visit to the Queen. A 
German council to advise on the matter will 
be appointed before the next session of the 
reiclistac, the government desiring to bo 
guided by its views. 

Outside Hie Vatican. 

Rome, July 15. — For the first time since 
1S71 the Pope was seen outside the Vatican 
grounds to day Pope Leo in an ordinary 
carriage, escorted by two of the guardin 
mobile, quitted the Vatican by the Forda- 
menta Gate, and drove to the Mnsio Gate, 
through which he re-entered the grounds of 
t lie palaee. Sentries presented arms as the 
pontiff passed .mil the workmen knelt. 



Struck sail Water. 

Mr. Davis, who bus charge of tho coal 
boring operations near Kanaka Creek, 
Maple Ridge, met with a surprise a few 
days ago which will interfere somewhat 
with the work.

In order to 
meet the amateur laws, a championship race 
will be run for glory, and the James Ray 
athletic boys are going to get in practice for 
the event, a fire supply firm in Toronto pre- 
senting a silver trumpet as a prize.

Ottawa, (Jut., July 14-. — Eighty-nine 
licenses havo already been issued to United 
States fishing vessels under the modus 
vivendi, us against seventy-eight for the 
whole of last year. 

Reports received by the Department of 
Fisheries indicate a great improvement in 
Atlantic fisheries over last year. Mackerel 
is exceptionally good and prices are high. 

Vincent, a representative of the English 
fl:tx spinning interests, is touring through 
Canada. He desires to encourage the 
growth of llax in Canada. 

Five Ottawa young Indies took the veil 
yesterday. 

Chas. Saunders, son of Prof. Saunders, 
captured the .?">()(> fellowship of the John 
Hopkins University. 

The imperial blue book, containing the 
correspondence of last year respecting the 
Newfoundland fisheries, reached Ottawa 
to-day. Tho chief interest to Canadians 
lies in the despatch of our government pro- 
testing against the Newfoundland bait act. 
Hon. Mr. Tupper, in an able report to the 
council, points to the most solemn assur- 
ance given by the Newfoundland authori- 
ties that the act docs not apply to Can- 
adians. 

A syndicate has been formed in England, 
with a capital of $5,000,000, to buy up the 
phosphate lands of Canada. It was ascer- 
tained here to-day, on the most reliable 
authority, that a majority of the phosphate 
properties in Ottawa district have been 
bonded for two months by the Canadian re- 
presentatives o f an English trust. 

The name of Col. Chas. E. Robinson, as- 
sistant secretary of the Horse Guards, 
brother of the Hon. John Beverley Robin- 
son, late lieutenant-governor of Ontario, 
and of Christopher Robinson, Q. G, is men- 
tioned for the position of commander in 
chief of the active militia of Canada. 

It is reported from Quebec that leprosy 
exists on the island of Anticosti, The de- 
partment of agriculture has, however, no 
advice on the subject. 

The United States senators requested to 
give evidence before the commission in the 
Empire-Mail libel suit, have refused to do 

SO. 

Upon enquiry at the Post Ofiice Depart- 
ment, to-day, it was learned that nothing 
has been done with the owners of the steam- 
er Catch, with reference to the carrying of 
mails daily betw sen Vancouver ami Nunai- 
mo. The owners want as much to perform 
the service as is now paid for the Victoria- 
Vancouver service, although Nanninio is 
less than half the distance.

BLACK BAltrS BUSINESS. 



A Bold Robber "Holds up" the Cari- 
boo stuije Successfully on 
Monday Afternoon. 



He Refuses to Take 82.000, but 
Accepts the Safe with Double 
that Amount. 



FnrmrcU itunquct to Hldrtleton, 

Toronto, July 15. — A farewell banquet 
was tendered (Jen Middluton at Harry 
Webb's restaurant to-night. Gohl.vin Smith 
presided, and most of the colonels of the On- 
tario regiments were present. 



" Stage robbed of $t,000 at 73 Mile Post 
at 5 o'clock last night." 

Such was the very laconic dispatch re- 
ceived by Mr. S. Tingley, manager of the 
B. C. Express company, yesterday morning. 
Mr. Tingley has been in town for several 
days past, and the telegram came from the 
company's manager at Ashcroft. No 
further particulars were given, and after 
wiring for more complete information, Ml. 
Tingley had a long consultation with the 
attorney-general. The result of the con- 
ference was that Hon. Mr. Davie at once 
telegraphed instructions in the case to Mr. 
Soues, the government agent at Ashcroft. 

Having ascertained the meagre facts in 
the possession of Mr. Tingley, The Colon- 
ist wired lo Ashcroft for a special, and 
early this morning received the following : 

"The most daring stage robbery chronicled 
in tho history of British Columbia was per- 
petrated on the B.C. Express Co. 's stage 
which runs from Cariboo to Ashcroft on 
Monday evening at about o o'clock, involv- 
ing a loss of about $4,000. On the road at 
the 117 mile post a masked man met the 
stage and, at the muzzle of a Winchester, 
called a halt, demanding the treasure. The 
driver offered a bag with $2,000 in it, but 
the robber refused to take it. He said he 
wanted the safe and didn't intend to make 
a third request, so he was allowed to take 
the iron safe. After throwing it from the 
stage, and saluting the driver and single 
passenger with mock politeness, followed 
withe volley of the;inost ; profano language, tlio 
robber ordered the stage to urivo on. 
Usually the stage is not worth much, but us 
it is washing uptime now, the man knew bis 
game and took a good time to make his 
attack, indicating a thorough acquaintance 
with the neighborhood and the arrange 
inents of the express company. A 
posse of Indians and a white leader 
are on the hunt, and Constable 
Burr, of ABlieroft, has joined in the chase. 
There is no news of tho robber yet. Mr. 



Soues, the Government agent here, is work- 
ing hard, to run the villain down." 

The depositions of driver and passonger 
were taken last night, anil the result of tho 
manhunt isuoweagerlyawaitcd. The method 
pursued by the robber is exactly similar to 
that of the celebrated Black Bart. Mon- 
day's makes the third stage robbery of tho 
same kind on the old Cariboo road, but on 
the previous occasions two men instead of 
ono did the work. Their identity has never 
been discovered, hut it is supposed that 
they were residents of the locality, encour- 
aged to crime by temporary inipeouniotity. 



CUBA IS FOR SALE. 

Two Hnndred Millions Would liny the Gem 
of the Antilles. 

Washington", July 14. — Senora Murua 
and Nunoz, constituting a special commit- 
tee from the Spanish government, have 
visited Washington City within tho past 
few days. The mission of the strangers iB 
a quasi-diplomatic one to ascertain the feel- 
ing both on the part of the government of 
the United Stales anil of Cuban residents 
hern as to the possible eventual annexation 
of Cuba to the Unitod States. Seuor Nunoz 
Slid: 

"Now that Senor Causvos del Castillo 
has assumed the olfice of prime minister, 
wo may fully expect a complete and formid- 
able reorganization of the republican ele- 
ment in Spain. The republicans, or those 
who favor the overthrow of llionarchial rule, 
are almost universally in favor of disposing 
of the island of Cuba to the United Slates. 
"What price is set upon the island}" 
" That I am not prepared to say, but I 
am almost positive that, Spain would givo 
an offer off $200,000,000 serious considera- 
tion. With the money that can be im- 
mediately raised from the sale Spain Mould 
be placed in a position to secure its long 
projected alliance with France and tho 
eventual absorption of Portugal. A new 
captain general of Cuba has been appointed 
and one of bis special instructions from the 
home government has been to sound tho 
feeling regarding annexation of the people 
ofthut island." 



DIVISIONAL COURT. 

(Before Justices McCreight, Wnlketu, and 
Drake). 

H. Fry, jr., vs. Kootenai Bonanza Co. ; 
W. Shaw, vs. Kootenai Bonanza Co. These 
were appeals by the plaintiffs from the orders 
of the Chief Justice over-ruling the de- 
murrers of the plaintiffs to the defendants' 
statement of defence. , 

The court dismissed the appeals with 
uosts, allowing the plaintiffs ten days time 
within which to reply. 

Mr. C. Wilson and Mr. Ii. V. Bodwell for 
the appellant; .Mr. C. E. Pooley, Q. C, 
for the respondents. 

(Uoforo Justice McCreight and Walkem), 
Cameron vs. Harper — This was an appli- 
cation by the appelant from an order of 
the Chief Justice refusing to set aside a 
judgment in fuvor of the plantiff. Plaintiff 
in December, 1SS8, obtained a jubgmont for 
$50,000 against Harper. A receiver was 
appointed on this judgment and a sale of 
goods was granted. In May, 1800, the de- 
fendant moved to set aside the judgment on 
the ground that at the lime he entered into 
the contract he was not mentally fit and 
that phintiff had been guilty of misrepre- 
sentation. Tile chief justice dismissed tho 
application on the ground that defendants 
affidavit did not disclose sufficient reasons 
for setting aside the judgment. The divi-

Claims are being 
taken up in town lot tracts, 50 by 140 feet, 
two lots in each claim, ami tho best citizens 
are interested. There are lots for 0,000 peo- 
pic, and a grand rush is anticipated. The 
tract includes the best land to be found in 
Washington, all in sight of the harbor. — 
Post-Intelligencer.

Eye-Witnesses Tell of the Fearful 
"Work of the Storm— The Path 
of the Tornado. 



St. Paul, July 14 — Mr. and Mrs. A. 
L. Ronald, of St. Paul, were out at 
Kohhnan lako during the Btonn yester- 
day, and had u narrow escape from in- 
jury. Ronald's story if) as follows : 
"|My wife and I drovo there about 3 
o'clock. Wo took a boat and wont on 
the lako and half an hour later wo saw a 
storm coming up, but thought it would 
pass to the north. 1 pulled toward the 
wharf, however, and had just landed 
when the storm commenced; wo ran into 
the hotel, and had no sooner got inside 
than the wharf, 100 feet long, was swept 
away. The water in the lako was raising 
a spray twonty feet high. The hotel had 
over one hundred people inside and ihey 
were badly frightened. Some were cry- 
ing and' others were praying. The edge 
of the storm passed within fifty feet of 
the hotel and struck tho north sido of 
the lake, where there were five or six 
houses. These wero most all swept 
away. For half an hour it lasted and ap- 
peared to cover a tract of country about 
half to three-quarters of a mile wide. 
As soon as it had passed, a large number 
of men went out to work, helping the 
wounded and taking out the dead on tho 
other side of the lake. Carriages of all 
sorts were in use and a small steam tug, 
which had been blown ashore, was floated 
and sent across the lake." 

ANOTIIKR STORY. 

The married daughter of Mr. Good, 
who was in her father's cottage when de- 
stroyed at Lake Gervais, tells the follow- 
ing story : "All our family were in the 
house waiting upon company, we saw the 
storm approaching. Some of tho house- 
hold suggested that wo get into the 
cellar. Tho storm looked as if it were 
coming right down on tho hous> s of 
Sehurmeirer's and ours. My husband 
and I wero standing at the window, while 
tho others wero scattered around the 
house, all suggesting some place of 
security, After a few moments a great 
spinning cloud reached the centre of tho 
lake. 

"I saw tho waters divide and overflow 
the banks forty feet. As papa was look- 
ing out of the door ho saw the trees near 
the Malanch cottage crash beneath tho 
whirl of tho wind. The Malanch cottage 
was then swept away and our barn 
thrown broadside against our house. 
Just at this moment my husband threw 
me bodily down the cellar stairs. Then 
ho throw Miss King. Mr. McPhersou 
jumped after her and then my husband 
tumbled down and called upon the otheis 
to follow. Tho building crashed in upon 
us, and then portions of it were hurled 
skyward. These were blown by and a 
huge ice chest then fell into tho cellar 
and pinned us all down. 

"As wo lay there in painful refuge, 
wo heard the Schurmeirer house about 
fifteen feet from our house erash and 
scatter its timbers in all directions, and 
for fifteen minutes timbers and furniture 
from both houses we re hurled about tho 
site of tho houses. After our release 
from the cellar we began looking for the 
members of the household. We found 
them scattered about. Miss Minnie lay 
in the road, her head cut and mouth 
bleeding badly. Carrie, her Bister, was 
pinned under a >ree ftcd hurt internally. 
George Miller lay dead and mangled in 
the road; his wife was also buried beneath 
the wreck and hurt badly. Mrs. Hast- 
ings and her daughter Stella wero bruised 
biidly, and the former will lose tho sight 
of an eye." 

THE DEAD FROM THE WRECK. 
REDWING, Minn., July 14. — During 
the night tiity-fivo bodies wero recovered, 
and this morning up to 10 o'clock seven 
mo-o had been pulled out. At 1:30 the 
bodies of a woman and a child, to which 
ropes had been attached, were drawn 
from the water. Tho child was the 
daughter of John Winters, of Redwing. 
Fred Seivers, a blacksmith, was taken 
out a fow minutes later, making a total 
of sixty-five, probably about one-half of 
the total number drowned. 

i'".'um ■ './ morning the patrol of row 
r><' (l ;s hli oen kept up all over the neigh- 
li irhoo'l •! the wreck looking for bodies. 
Sovor" ' were found in that way last night 
and . miali boy was found flouting ana 
yelling three miles down the lako from 
the scene of the disaster. 

Battery "A" of St. Paul kept up a can- 
nonading during the day, trying to raise 
tho bodies without success. A tug this 
morning pulled out tho shattered wreck 
of the Sea Wing, releasing three bodies, 
one woman anil two men. Alice Palmer, 
of Trenton, was one of these, but the two 
mou had not been identified up <o 1 
o'clock. That makes a total of sixty- 
oight bodies now found. Estimates vary 
as to the total number of dead. There 
won over 100 people on tho steamer's 
barge when they started to return to Red- 
wing, very few remaining behind on ac- 
count of ilio storm, although many pro- 
tested against tho proposal to steam up 
the lake in face of such a gale as was 
then blowing. Of the whole number it is 
known positively that about fifty wore 
saved. More may have escaped, but 
only this many are known at this time to 
bo safo. That would loavo ub.'ut 160 
victims, but every one hopes tho number 
may not go beyond 125, 

HRBNK.H AT REDWING. 

Redwing, Mini., July 14. —Tho 
bodies of fifty-six of those drowned at 
Lake Pep pin by tho foundering of tho 
steamer Seawing wore brought tothis city 
this morning. Tho whole town was in 
mourning, not a face was soon on tnd 
stroots and tho dock, that wa3 not 
shadowed with tho thought of tho horri- 
ble scene that was awaiting them. Im- 
mediately upon tho arrival of tho steam- 



er, tho bodies wore carried to tho respec- 
tive homes of the deceased porsous. 

Tho undertaking establishments hero 
were crowded with peoplo to-day looking 
for friends who they feared had gone 
down in tho torriblo disaster, so that one 
could scarcely gain an entrance. Many 
women woro carried helpless from the 
building, and cases of entire prostration 
wero of frequent occurrence. Business 
is completely at a standstill. The stores 
aro all clos d and every body is standing 
on the corners talking of the wreck. 

The most terrible thing that has hap- 
pened bo far is tho fato of John GorkinB 
and his entiro family, consisting of five 
children and Ins wife. Tho whole family 
went down and there aro no orphans left 
to mourn tho fato of their beloved parents, 
it is all one can bear to see tho grief- 
stricken men and women walking aim- 
lessly up and down tho mournful looking 
streets. As tho boat landed, which 
brought the remains of the dead from the 
scene of the disaster, a sorrowful looking 
girl was seen standing on the wharf 
anxiously awaiting tho arrival of hor 
lover. As soon as tho boat landed, tho 
frantic woman rushed madly up on the 
steamer. As she spied tho remains of 
her betrothed, hor feelings were uncon- 
trollable. Down upon her knees s!io got 
and clung madly to the body of him who 
was gone from her forever, with passion- 
ate tenderness she kissed his hand, water 
marked and scratched from grasping 
madly for life. 

Scenes like these marked the faces of 
those on the little steamer which bore its 
dead into tho city of Redwing. Charles 
Mere, an insurance agent of Minneapolis, 
was lost with his whole family; they all 
went down together clasped in each 
others arms, and when they woiv picked 
up last night, floating on tho water, they 
were all gathered in one embrace. 

THE DISASTER AT LAKE CITY. 

St. Paul, July 14. — There are over 
100 dead and missing at Lake City. Six 
or more aro stretched out lifeless on the 
shore of Lako Gervaiso, eight miles north 
of St. Paul. The list of injured at both 
places and probably elsewhere in tho 
state numbered by tho scores. The sight 
is harrowing and tho sickening epitome 
of a cyclone's fury, and is the first calam- 
ity of this nature that has como so near 
tho Twin Cities, Minneapolis and St. 
Paul. Tho storm that swept tho little 
lake from north of St. Paul was the fore- 
runner of tho one at Lake City. It oc- 
curred about 5:40 o'clock, first gathering 
in the vicinity of Small Lake, soveral 
miles to tho northwest of Lake Gervaiso 
and about eight miles north of St. Paul. 
From there it passed in a southeasterly 
direction for a distance of four miles. 
Lying di ectly in its pjth wero cottages 
on tho shore of Lake Gervaiso. Mrs. 
Shormiero, J. H. Shermiere, of 412 Ro- 
sabel street, and son, Charles Shermiere; 
George Miller, teller of the First Nation- 
al bank of St. Paul; Rev. Mr. Phaefler, 
of Brennan, Tex., who was the guest of 
tho Shormiero 's, and probably others 
wero killed. Several are missing. 

As an illustration of the force of tho 
wind, an iron pipe was torn from a well 
in front of Good's residence, twisted, 
bent almost double and deposited almost 
fifty yards from the well. On tho edge 
of tho wa'er is a pile of boards covered 
with turf lifted from tho swamp, 200 feet 
away. 

Strewn all about aro pieces of furni- 
ture, books and stoves. Tho wells and 
cellars aro filled to the top with building 
debris, and in Sehurmeirer's cellar lie 
the mangled remains of a horse. The 
ground about theso houses presents an 
appearance from a distance of having 
been gone over with a plow, while from 
this point on tc Gaot/.ke's trees aro blown 
down in vast numbers and crops are de- 
moralized.

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THE UNIVERSITY QUESTION. 

A Husiiiess-lilce and Representative 
Meeting Meld Yesterday -Con- 
fident; of Success. 



Stronff FeeLiiifc That Victoria Should 
be the Seat— Mr. Pearse's 
Generous Start. 



The meeting to consider the Univer- 
sity question yesterday was n spirited 
and business-like, as well as >\ representa- 
tive one, and was well attended. On 
motion by Rev. Mr. Boanlands, his 
Worship the Mayor wan unanimously 
selected to preside, lie explained the 
purpose of the weeting, saying that a 
number of gentlemen had takon up this 
matter most strenuously ; he was further 
pleased to see that our brethren ou the 
mainland who saw the importance to the 
province of such an institution, wore 
taking every s'ep possible to ensure its 
establishment. Only a few more days 
remained in which to enalile graduates in 
the city and pr vince to register as mem- 
bers of convocation. It wan, his Worship 
continued, a very desirable thing that a 
university be established ill this pro- 
vince. The expense of sending two or 
three members of one family to a univer- 
sity away from home was no small con- 
sideration to the parents. 

Row Mr. Maoleod read the reportof the 
committee appointed last year to look in- 
to tins question. The report reads:— 

On tin; 20th of July. 1881), at I lie suggestion of 
some of Hie citizen* inU-rosLi'il in liiijliui' educa- 
tion, a meeting was cnllod, by the mayor to 
consider whntoould bodono towards securing 
Uic establishment of a provincial university. 
Though Uiu meeting was not largo it was tho- 
roughiy representative, iind there was perfect 
unanimity as to the necessity of n university, 
and tho advisability of I nking immediate stops 
to rousu the interest, ui t lie oitlzons in he pro- 
posal, and to linii out what i cal help might be 
looked for in carrying it out. Accordingly a 
committee was appointed with full power to 
take whatever steps they felt necessary in the 
premises. Tho committee had before them two 
objects: tho llrst to >eo what help might be 
looked for from the city, and tho second to ap- 
proach the government on the subject, and to 
secure if possible the passage ot nil act of in- 
corporation. Tho committee entered into ne- 
gotiations with private citizens ias to tnodona- 
tioa of a suitable t-ito for the university, but al- 
though one gentleman ottered some landon cer- 
tain conditions no dr Unite result was arrived at 
on this important .question. The mayor was 
asked to bring ttiu ioatlo 'informally uorom th. 
City Council, and ho top irtod that ho believed 
the'eity would be ready to give substantial 
aid. his own opinion being that the el tr should 
provide tho buildings necessary for beginning 
the institution. A sub-, ommittco wai ap- 
pointed to prepare a bill to be presented to t ie 
legislature nt tho past session incorporating the 
University of British Columbia, ihis sub- 
committee, after m»ny sittings devoted to the 
examination of tlio charters or other institu- 
tions of a similar nature, presented a bill to 
the committee, based on tbeacts of incorpora- 
tion of London (Eng.,) University and Mani- 
toba Univcisity with the necessary changes to 
suiL our eireunistanees in this province. 1 he 
committee adopted this bill and agreed tu ajK 
Mr. Duck, M. I J . l'., to lake charge ol it in the 
legislature. After tho bill had been placed in 
tlio h nds of the at'. orncy-gcno.'ul for his per- 
use is committee sought an interview wi 1 h 
the JUtivo wit h the view of obtaining an 
exp.e,.,ion of tlio mind of t ho government with 
regnrd to theproposed measure. An interview 
was granted the committee, and the premier 
und oilier members of the government ex- 
pressed themselves as thoroughly in sympathy 
i with tlie movement. 'Hid promised tho bill their 
cordial support. Tho committee appointed 
Messrs. J. S. Viit.es and II. U. Holmckon Ut 
dr..w the bill and to watch its progress throuuh 
the house, and they are glad to report that it 
was passed through the house with the ap- 
proval of both sides. The committee do not 
profess that the bill is without Haws, but they 
believe that on the whoh is a mostsatisfac 
tory measure, and that it makes provision for 
an institution which will bo credit to the 
province and not one whit behind similar in- 
stitutions in other parts of t he Dominion. 1 he 
committee would call attention to the fact 
that the hill does not Itx the site Of the univer- 
sity, and does not. state the amount of aid 
Which is to he given by the government , or t he 
method by which the governiar.nl will make 
provision fori!, whethorby the a proprlation 
of land or by an annual grunt, The llrstques- 
tion, as to the site, will be decided by 
the council of tho university, and will 
doubtless largely turn on the question Of 
finance; and with regard to tho second tho 
committee trust that ihe lands long ago set 
apart, for educational purposes may ho assigned 
by the Government for the maintenance, ol tin- 
University in accordance with the establi shed 
practice in all civilized countries. An annual 
grant would make tho University dependent 
largely upon tho whim of iho Government of 
the day; an endowment of land would increaso 
the usefulness of the institution as from year 
to year its revenue increased. The committee 
beg to tender 'h<"ir thanks to tho sub-com- 
mittee for their labor hi tho preparation uf the 
bill to Messrs. Vat '-s and llelniekcn for their 
valuable heal aid and to Mr. Duck, W. P. i'., 
who successfully carried tlio bill through its 
various stages till it roe'ved tho Governors 
-assent. , , ,, 

The Committee would present the following 
recommendations: 

1. First that a small committee bo formed 
to seo that all graduates In the city and else- 
where are registered as members ol convoca- 
tion before the 20th of July. 

2. .Second that u committee bo formed to 
lake immediate steps to raise :m eiidinvmenl. 
fund of not less t hen $11X1,1.01), I he subscriptions 
to he paid in full in five years and Interest at 
the rate of (I per cent per annum to be charged 
on tlio unpaid pol l ions from the date of the 
beginning of tlio University. 

::. That a committee bo appointed to look 
out for a suitable site for tho University and I o 
secure such a largo section of land us may 
become iu tho future a source of prolit to tho 
University. 

i. That a committee bo appointed to inter- 
view the City Council with a view to as certain 
what tho city "ill clo to assist in this great 
work. 

An informal, but exhaustive, discus- 
sion ensued as to the qualifications neces- 
sary to bo members uf convocation, as 
referred to in the lirst clause uf the ru- 
t) it, and after explanations of various 
technicalities it was decided to leave the 
matter to iv committee composed of Dr. 
Powell, Mr. Fell, Mr. Pe*rse and Rev. 
Mr. Green, [twillbethe duty of the 
committee to seek out and induce all 
graduates and lira nt iutes of any univer- 
sity in accordance with the clause, tocome 
forward and claim registration, Tho gen- 
eral feeling was tho the must, liberal in- 
terpretation be put on tiio clause. 

Tho second recommendation, with re- 
gard to the raising of an endowment 
fund of not less than 8100,000, was next, 
considered, and elicited some lengthy 
argument, in putting tho reccomnionda 
tiuti, Rev. Mr. Maoleod remarked that 
bo ivas .similarly interested in tho endow- 
mem, of Queen's College, Kingston, and 
he might say that this plan was adopted 
with very great success. There were 
many friends who were willing to give 
large stilus, but were not ready to do so 
jvt tho time of asking, and tho plan of 
pay ine bo much annually really resulted 
more bouelioially to the institution than 
if the whole sum had been paid at once. 
Of course it was quite evident from tho 
statements made to the committee by tho 
members of the government that the lat- 
ter vill not see its way to undertake any 
large financial responsibility with regard 
to thii institution. It would ho impossi- 
ble to carry out such an undertaking 
withuutu largo annual income, Ho be- 
lieved tlo Hito would depend very much 
upon tho place that dees most for tho 



purpose of promoting the university, and 
if wo hero could raise the endowment., as 
wo aro ablo to do, it would tend very 
largely to settle the question us to Vic- 
toria being the seat. >.'. .die institution. 

Dr. Milne thought the question a very 
important one. It seemed to him in view 
of the fact that tho act did not specify 
where 'the university should bo, that tho 
question depended very largely upon our- 
selves. 

To bring the subject before the meet- 
ing Archdeacon Soriven moved that a 
committee be formed to raise tho endow- 
ment fund. 

This brought Mr. Pearso to bis feet 
with a very f«ractical oiler. While in 
England last he had the pleasure of visit- 
ing tho groat seats of learning— Oxford 
and Cambridge— and had become, from 
his associations there, impressed with the 
necessity for a university in British 
Columbia. "Just to start the thing," 
said ho, "if thirty others will join 1 will 
give §1,000 a term, and if fifty will join I 
will give §500 a term, although I don't 
propose to limit myself to that amount." 
(Applause.) If tho mayor could help 
them out by endeavoring to persuade tho 
council to d mite some of that land be- 
longing to tho city in .lames Bay the 
scheme would bo largely benefitted. 

A recommendation was suggested to bo 
inserted in this clause to the effect that it 
be understood that the university should 
have Victoria for its seat. 

Archdeacon Scriven, although none 
moro desirous than he of seeing the 
university established here, wi hdrew Ins 
motion if that recommendation were 
adopted. 

As regarded the amount, §100,000, 
Rev. Mr. Macleod remarked that, com- 
paring this with the gifts of single in- 
dividuals to American institutions, we 
were asking very little indeed. 

Archdeacon Scriven having withdrawn 
bis motion, Mr. Wiggins moved the 
resolution as amended, saying that it was 
hardly reasonable to expect people here 
to contribute 8100,000 to bo invested 
elsewhere. 

Dr. Milne expressed the opinion that 
such a stipulation would have the effect 
of rousing b- ctional feeling elsewhere. 

Archdeacon Scriven proposed an 
amendment, which was in reality his 
original motion, and Dr. Powell seconded 
it. ' 

Mr. Fell, while admitting that the 
inclusion of the stipula ion would tend 
to raise .sectional feeling as far as 
he, himself, was concerned, certainly 
would subscribe for a university for Vic- 
toria and Victoria only. It would bo on 
that condition alone that he would over 
subscribe a dollar. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod suggested tbut sub- 
scribers have the option of stating where 
the university sh uld be, aud that their 
subscriptions should be given on that 
c nditioti. 

Mr. Fell insisted upon' his point, and 
paid ther« wore many lino sites in and 
around t- ■ h v, live or ten acres of which 
some of ealthy landowners might 

readily donate. He also hinted at the 
possibility of "squeezing" s mo assistance 
out of the Dominion governm nt. 

The Archdeacon's amendment was car- 
ried by a vote of seventeen to thirteen, 
and a committee appointed to canvass for 
the endowment fund. The committee 
is composed of Rev. Mr. Macleod, Dr. 
Milne, Dr. Powell, Messrs. Heist ermuiin, 
Uiggins, IJayward, Nichols, Dowler, and 
bis Worship for Victoria. This com- 
mittee will seek the co-operation of the 
Mayors of Vancouver, New Westminster, 
Nanaimo and the leading citizens in the 
various centres throughout the province. 
The site of the university was left to the 
committee, and the same committee will 
interview the city council with n vieff to 
ascertaining what the city is likely to do 
in support of the scheme 

The report was adopted as amended, 
and the meeting separated.

There has been a great deal printed of 
late in the newspapers throughout the 
Dominion, regarding the seizure of cigars 
derogatory to the Domestic Article, by 
creating the impression that consumers 
are being defrauded by having Domestic 
Cigars handed to them ill Imported cigar 
boxes.

superior article at a lower figure than the 
Havana article can be sold in this country. 
The very fact of dealers being able to sell 
our home manufactured article as the 
Oenuine fmported but verifies our state- 
ments, and proves conclusively that it is 
only prejudice that retards the sale of 
Genuine Domestic Havana Cigars.

BOSS RULE. 

There is some prospect of a revolt 
against boss rule in California. Honest 
Democrats are indignant and ashamed 
that tho management of public affairs in 
their state should bo left in tho hands of 
low and unscrupulous men. An Anti- 
Boss party has been formed, having men 
of character and ability as its leaders. A 
committee has been appointed to carry 
out the intentions of the party. That 
committee has issued a manifesto, in 
which the evils of boss rule are exposed 
and expatiated upon, and the people ex- 
horted to throw off tho Buckley yoke. 
The Democratic party in California, ac- 
cording to the County Committee's mani- 
festo, is in a vory bad state, as tho follow- 
ing passago shows : 

"The natural outcome of this ex- 
creconce upon tho Democratic party and 
the excesses of the ill-assorted alliance 
has been that party discipline has given 
away to party slavery; precinct, ward and 
district party, council and representation 
have given plaeo to a 'hole in tho wall' 
and its solo proprietor. Roughs, toughs, 
and henchmen have driven decent men 
from the primaries; stuffed and stolen 
ballot boxes and fraudulent votes and 
voters bespeak the methods in which 
delegates to the city, judicial and state 
conventions are ohosen, and no self-re- 
specting Democrat ran got Miere without 
tho boss winks at tho accident or unless 
ho consent i to BUrremlor his manhood 
and bargain away his duty to his con- 
stituents both as to men and measures 
when in the convention assembled. The 
creatures who go to thiso conventions 
and to the State Legislature from San 
Francisco are almost to a man his abso- 
lute chattels and puppet/, for any kind of 
ill-usage in tli waning the nomination of 
good men and promoting the nomination 
and election of bad or unlit men for most 
of tho oflicea within the gift of the peo- 
ple in the city, state or nation, unless his 
price is paid, his conditions accepted and 
individual an ; ordinances inimical to his 
sway and purposes are compromised or 
bartered and bargained into disfavor or 
defeat." 

[t seems to us that where tho honest 
and respectable men allow the roughs and 
the toughs and the henchmen to lord it 
over them, they deserve to lie treated in 
tho vv iy that tho indignant California!) 
Domncrats describe. Men who take no 
inte st in tblio affairs, and who allow 
tho Govi ...aents of city and stale and 
nation I i be run by bos303 and tho 
seoun 1 uls and blackguards who do the 
bidding of the bosses, have only them- 
selves to blame for the evils of misgovern- 
meilt. They deserve all they suffer. 
Tho honest, well-disposed men in most 
communities outnumber the roughs, and 
if they had the intelligence to know their 
rights and the manliness to assort them, 
the bosses would be deposed in short 
ordor. It is really astonishing to see 
what decent men will sulfur at the hands 
of political bullies before they rouse 
themselves to take tho management of 
affairs into their own hands. 

It is to bu hoped that tho revolt against 
the bosses in San Francisco will bo suc- 
cessful. But wo are by no means san- 
guine. Tho bosses and thoir followers 
are active, energetic, unscrupulous, and 
in their way able. Tho respectable peo- 
ple aro apathetic and spiritless. They 
are easily discouraged, and they consider 
continuous exertion, oven in a good 
cause, too much trouble The creatures 
of tho bosses will bully and annoy those 
that can bo discouraged and disgusted, 
nnd they will continue to cool tho ardor 
of a good many others who went into 
tho fight, determined to keep up 

the contest to tho bitter end. 
The leaders will find that it 
will bo moro than they can do to keop 



the rank and file up to tho scratch, and 
the rosult will most probably bo defeat, if 
tho whole movement does not fizzle out 
before active hostilities commence. The 
bosses aro hard to beat, and this Boss 
Buckley is a man of uncommon ability, 
who has at his command very largo re- 
sources. There will, of course, bo a 
revolt against the tyranny of tho roughs 
and tho victory will bo with tho lovers of 
law and order and fair play, but it is 
questionable who ther tho respectable 
classes in California have been goaded by 
tho bosses up to tho point of successful 
roTolt. Thoir sufferings are not yet be- 
yond endurance. 

" UOBMNISM." 

It is difficult to make head or tail of 
the utterances of tho Times on tho dry 
dock question. It has been perpetrat- 
ing blunder after blunder and contradic- 
tion after contradiction, and when it has 
been proved to be wrong on every point 
it turns round and, with a self-satisfied 
air, declares it agrees with the Colonist. 

If it means that it stands corrected 
and acknowledges its errors, both as re- 
gards fact and principle, we have nothing 
more to say. But in no other sense can 
it bo said to agree with us. It however 
does not intend to cry "peccavil" It 
shows no BigllS of repentance. It still 
maintains that the men who wore instru- 
mental in handing the dry-dock over to 
the Dominion committed an offence of 
some kind. It says " to admit that the 
dry dock was even a moral success would 
have been a reflection on R bsonism. 
Robsonism was not wholly responsible 
for tho bartering away of the dock but it 
subscribed to the deed which is just as 
bad." 

We would like to know what there was 
b:id about that "deal," as our contempor- 
ary chooses to call it. To prevail upon 
tho Dominion to take ofi the hands of the 
local government a very expensive under- 
taking, which was clearly beyond its 
moans, and to maintain the work at its 
own expense after it was completed was 
not, we submit, in any sense "had." To 
get recouped for all that the province 
had expended on the work was surely not 
"bad." And to obtain all the advantages 
that can accrue to the province from tho 
construction of the dry dock without 
contracting a dollar of debt or incurring 
a cent of expense cannot be considered 
by any man of common sense "bad" in 
the slightest degree. We do not know 
what "Robsonism" is, but if this dry- 
dock transaction is a sample of the way 
in which those who are actuated by it do 
business wo Bhotild say that it was a very 
good "ism," indoed. 

To get clear of a heavy burden and at 
the same time secure to the province, 
without cost, a most useful and very 
valuable public work was, most men 
would say, a very good stroke of business. 
In this "barter" tho advantages were 
pretty much all on one side, and Unit 
side tho Robsoniau. Why the Times 
should reproach those who effected it is, 
wo must say, beyond our comprehension. 

Our contemporary does not explain 
how the deficit of last year could bo 
transformed into a dividend, or in what 
way the Imperial Government could be 
made to pay for the "strategic value" of 
the dry dock. For its own credit it 
should have told its readers what it 
meant. I f it favors the repudiation of 
provincial obligations it should have tho 
courage of its opinions, and say openly 
and fearlessly what it is driving at. Does 
our contemporary look upon tho obliga- 
tion to Fulfil national engagements as a 
"fetich ?" 



BRITISH AFFAIRS. 

The situation in Great Britain is just 
now exceedingly interesting. , Every one 
is asking what, is to come next? For the 
first time in many years there is a lull in 
tho Irish agitation. The agitation has 
I calmed down, and the agitators have lost 



pours confident that it will bo n its favor, 
but those who are not partisans find it 
oxtremoly difficult to form an estimate of 
tho state of public opinion on the subject 
that, is satisfactory to themselves. 

Lord Salisbury's Government has had 
a hard time of it of Into and thero aro 
difficulties before it which will 
not bo oasy to surmount. The Conser- 
vative party tiro not satisfied with 
Mr. W. H. Smith, as leader of the 
House of Commons, Ho is a solid and a 
sensible man, who seldom commits any 
serious mistake. But ho is not brilliant. 
In fact the fault-finders say, that be is 
dull, Tho young Conservatives want a 
man to lead them who has moro dash in 
him. The talk is that Mr. Smith will bo 
sent to tho Upper House and that Mr. 
Balfour will tako his place. There is a 
rumor that Lord Randolph Churchill is to 

taken into the Cabinet, and that the 

sition of leader will be given to him. 
This appears to us to be most unlikely. 
There is plenty of go in Lord Randolph 
certainly but ho is looked upon 
by a very largo proportion of the 
Conservative par y as an exceedingly un- 
reliable man. His extreme views mi 
some subjects are not appr ved by a vory 
influential section of tho party, and he is 
neither liked nor trusted by tho Premier. 
The indieatioi s' aro therefore that. Lord 
Randolph will have to wai a 
little longer for his opportunity. Mr. 
Balfour, on the other hand, has been 
steadily growing in popularity. Ho has 
shown himself to bo an al.de man, and ho 
has won the respect and confidence 
of many who, not very long ago, 
esteemed him lightly, and were not 
disposed to place much reliance 
upon him. Mr, Balfour is evidently the 
coming man of the Conservative Party. 

Mr. Goschen, as the deviser of the 
compensation policy, has gone down in 
the nopuLi esteem. It is beginning to 
be thought that he will bo too heavy a 
load for the Government to carry through 
another election and that he, like M . 
Smith, must be decently got rid of. How- 
over, Mr. Goschen is a vory able finan- 
cier indeed, and it will be difficult to find 
a man to fill his place as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. The murmurings against 
Mr. fiosehen may cease, and ho may, by 
ano' her brilliant stroke of finance, re 
gain the place he held in the esteem of 
the nation. There is a good deal of dis- 
satisfaction with tho course which Lord 
Hartington is pursuing. There is no rea- 
son why ho should not identify himself 
with the Conservative Party. The 
difference between him and the 
most conservative of the Conserva- 
tives is very slight. Ho is nearly 
as much a Tory as Lord Salisbury, and 
very much more conservative than Lord 
Randolph Churchill. Why then does he 
not tako a seat in the Cabinet / Why 
should he not convert tho alliance be- 
tween tho Whigs and the Conservatives 
into a fusion I It is thought that his 
presonce in the government would 
strengthen it considerably. But tvhothoi 
it would or not it is hard to say. 

There is some dissa isfaction about the 
cession of Heligoland to Germany, bul 
it does not appear to be eit her general or 
deep. If Lord Salisbury effects anything 
like a satisfactory settlement of the 
fishery disputes with France and the 
United States the confidence in his gov- 
ernment wdl be wonderfully increased 
The nation appears satisfied with his 
foreign policy as a whole, and these uru 
rea'ly tho only difficulties that pressing!;.' 
call for a settlement.

PULL OF INTEEEST. 

Was the Recent Session of the A. 0. U. \V.. 
Orivuil hotlge,|held at Astoria. 

A pleasant and profitable session of the 
Grand Lodge A. O. U. W. of Oregon and 
Washington has just been terminated at 
Astoria and the delegates from British 
Columbia, have all returned to their homes. 
They wero F. (!. Richards jun., and J. T. 
Mellnioyl, Victoria; W. K. I 
nnimo; Dr. I.angis, Vanconvci 
Carey, Westminster. 

At Portland, all the delegati 
and, together with ninny of their wives and 
fnniilies, numbering 500 in all, proceeded to 
Astoria by the steamer T. J. Potter. A 
brass band and a largo gathering of hospit- 
able Astorians awaited their arrival at the 
dock, and escorted them to tho Opera 
House. In the afternoon there was a 
parade, with two bands and about 7'M) 
Workmen in line, and on rc-assenihliug 
at the Opera House, a formal reception 
was tendered the visitors and an 
address of welcome was read by the Mayor 
of Astoria. The evening's entertainment 
concluded with a grand concert and 
tableaux. 

During the next three days the lodge was 
almost continuously in session— morning, 
afternoon and evening. The business was 
concluded on Friday evening, and the 
citizens gave a magnificent ball in the 
Armory to speed the parting guests. 
Among the important matters disposed of 
during the session was the passage of a new 
constitution, governing the jurisdiction of 
the Grand Lodge of Washington and 
Oregon, which will come inU effect next 
year if approved by t he Supreme Uraud 
Lodge. 

Upon the selection of the place 
of meeting of the next Grand 
Lodge, in duly, 1891, Portland gave 
battle to Victoria. The contest was 
keen and exciting and every vote present 
was polled, over 120 in all, but tho "ticin 
of tho Pacific " won the victory by fifteen 
votes. The result of the ballot will pro- 
bably be that over 500 visitors will spend 
several days in this city next year; already 
there are many members canvassing for ap- 
pointment as delegates. 

Among the minor matters disposed of 
during the session was that arising from the 
fact that the policy of the late C.J. Phillips, 
of Victoria, hud not been drawn in accord- 
ance with the laws of the Order. The 
Grand Lodge decided that the money 
should be paid to the father of the deceased, 
he being the only person to whom the 
amount, $2,000, could ho legally paid.

There is scarcely a city, tuwn or village 
in the English-speaking world that has not 
been invaded by the Salvation Army. No 
matter what changes may take place at 
headquarters, the general policy of the 
army seems always the same — ever aggres- 
sive, not stopping for a moment to defend 
itself against attack, no matter how im- 
petuous the assault may be. 

Victoria now rejoices in tho honor of 
being Divisional headquarters, the division 
extending as far east as Calgary, and com- 
prising Nanuimo, Vancouver, Westminster, 
Kamloops, Calgary and Victoria. Stuff 
Captain Grayson, with Captain Aikenhead 
and Cadet Reed, are the officers in charge 
here. They have only recently arrived, and 
are determined to push the work with more 
determination than ever. 

A COLONIST reporter was talking to 
Captain Gruyson yesterday, ami in the 
course of conversation she said much that 
was interesting. When asked to explain 
what she considered the superiority of the 
Army methods ovor those of the churches, 
she quickly replied: 

"Well, I think, for one thing, in organi- 
zation — the Army can do more effectual 
work because, you see, its system is more 
compact. Then we come into closer con- 
tact with the people; we go to them; we 
talk to them in their working clothes; we 
make more of a special point of visiting." 

"What can you say about the charge 
of sensationalism (sacrilege some say) as dis- 
played in the parades, in the posters and in 
other forms?" 

"We go out on parade to attract atten- 
tion— the attention of those who would 
never once think of entering a place of wor- 
ship, unless their curiosity was thoroughly 
aroused. We try to introduce freshness 
and variety into every part of tho work, 
because the old methods fail to catch the 
eye, People now demand novelty, excite- 
ment, in everything, und the more sensa- 
tional a thing is the quicker it uttracts at- 
tention. .Still, we always try to secure 
freshness ami variety in such a manner that 
offence could not, be given to (lod. Tho 
peculiar parades, as some call the marches 
out, arc only to attract the wanderers, to 
get them inside the barracks so that we 
can talk to them und try and do them good. 
The novelties we offer, and many of the 
strange things we do, are only the surface 
work, and too many judge of our real work 
by this outside -its just the advertising. 
By prayer, testimony, and the offering 
of our" sympathy and aid where we 
can, we try to do the work that we feel 
called to perform. There is no friction in 
our ranks; we are under military rule, and 
our attack is a combined one, the plan 
always being upon orders Irom headquar- 
ters. Changes and improvements are con- 
tinually being made, the more important 
always being determined in council at head- 
quarters. The work is continually growing 
both in membership and the results we 
most work for; and in no town that the 
army is working inure there not to be found 
living examples of conversions that have 
been practically proved. 

"How about the salaries paid the officers? 
Do not some enter merely for the sake of 
earning an easy living?" 

"That could hardly be, for one thing be- 
cause the work isn't easy. Then again the 
salaries are just largo enough to pay living 
expenses, and they are paid from the re- 
ceipts of the corps, only after all expenses 
are paid by the officers. So if they don't 
meet their expenses, they make nothing at 
all. Of course the higher offices command 
slightly more salaries than the subordinate 
ones, because the expenses are greater. 
Captains and lieutenants draw equal pay, 
and male officers but little more than fe- 
males." 

"How about the work in Victoria ?" 

"It is prospering. The population here 
is considerable of u floating one- -literal ly so 
sometimes— and so members are bard to 
gain, but Capt. Aikenhead could give better 
information on that point than I can. We 
are tusking preparations now for establish- 
ing a training school for cadets here, and 
also a Rescue Home for women, which will 
be conducted on similar lines to the home 
in Toronto.''

U.S. Consul Myers Contra lie's the Stories of 
"Tho BehrliiB'i Snt Liar," 

U. S. Consul Myers has now fairly settled 
down to lile i:i Hri'isll Columbia us the re- 
sponsible reprc utative of the country 
across the border. He has visited the vari- 
ous pari . of the province, interviewing the 
leading Americans in each place a. el bus ar- 
rived ..; i he conclusion that the province, 
and particularly Victoria, is a pu-tty good 
good place to live in.

Victoria their 
home curly next month. After considering 
the wishes expressed by the American resi- 
dents in each ot the three cities, tho under 
offices in t he consulate have been Uliully 
filled as follows: Vice-Consul, lidgnr Mar- 
vin, Victoria; consular tigeuts, C. M. Hol- 
ton, Vancouver; W. li. Donnisou, Nannimo; 
consulate clerk, F. C. Roberts, Victoria. 

Due of the lirst. things Mr. Myers very 
naturally looked into on urriving in Vic- 
toria was the Behring's Sea question. He

The Jlost Celebrated Weavers Worked Under 
Oath. 

Many of our girls do not know why old 
lace is often so much more valuable, and 
generally so much more beautiful, than 
now. Tho fact is that the valuable old 
luce is all won n in lost patterns. it is 
frequently as lino as a spider's 61m, and 
cannot bo reproduced. The loss of pat- 
terns was a severe check to laco making 
in France and Belgium, and was occasion- 
ed by the French Revolution, Before 
that time whole villages supported them- 
selves by laco making, and patterns were 
handed clown from one generation to an- 
other. They were valuable heirlooms, for 
i he most celebrated weaveis always had 
as man}' orders as they couM execute in a 
life-time, and thoy were bound by an 
until, taken on the four gospels, to work 
only for certain dealers. When thu Reign 
of Terror began, ill work of this kind was 
interrupted for a time. After the storm 
had subside:! the dealers and workers were 
far apart — sumo dead, somo lost, and some 
escaped to foreign lands,- and such of the 
women as remained were bound by their 
oath to work but for one. and this oath, 
in spite of Robespierre's doctrine, was held 
l>y the poorest of them to be binding, and 
there were instances where they suffered 
actual want rather than break their word 
Some, however, taught thoir children 
and gJand-childreii, and many patterns 
were in this way preserved. Home of tl 
daintiest and finest patterns were novi 
recovered, and to-day specimens of these 
laces are known to be worth thoir weight 
in gold. 

HARD LINES. 

"The eating of sirloin, porterhouse or 
ruinp steaks is a pleasure denied to the 
orthodox followers of Abraham, " says a 
prominent Hebrew, " as it is against the 
law of Moses for any Jewto eat the hinder 
quaiters of an animal.

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THE BOSTON WOMAN. 

Sho Is Not Only Traimcemlontal'y Do* 
llfrktfiil, But Shu Is Suporl)- 

Of all Lho complex products of modern 
civilization it ia to bo doubted. I' thcro 
is uny tiling mores astonishing' or more 
inexplicable than that thing which the. 
"Boston woman calls her mind, writes 
Aolo liatos in the Chicago Tribune. Bos- 
ton men, as a rule, do not take the 
trouble to assort their possession of any 
thing of the sort, and, if they liavo a 
mind, simply use it and say nothing 
about it. Hut tho lioston woman has 
Mer mind on her conscience, so to spealf, 
ind while sho lias left nono of the super- 
sensitiveness toward conduct which 
plagued her ancestors, she does agonize 
over the proper cultivation of her mind, 
her ethical sense exhausting itsolf in 
this direction.

at them from tho samo pointof view that 
one can not toll, whether i! is that she 
takes every thing ho seriously, or looks 
upon all so frivolously. The impression 
which tho looker-on inevitably gets is 
that whatever her attitude toward one 
is her attitudo toward all; but masculine 
perspicacity is seldom able to discover 
just what this is. 

At tho present moment the Mind— it 
should always he spelled wi th a largo Jl. 
and my unfitness to treat of the subject 
is, it is to be feared, shown by the loW- 
er-caso letters above!— is given in about 
equal proportions to the Greek play, to 
luncheons and afternoon teas, which are 
as thick as leaves in VallombroSa, and 
to philosophy.

Prof. Louis Dyer is also giving lectures 
to the fashionable Boston women, and 
the conversation at the lengthy lunch- 
eons aforesaid turn.s upon lofty subjects 
at which the masculine head reels mere- 
ly to hear mentioned. The women do 
play their part most admirably. The* 
are as grave about it as children over 
tho make-believes of their childish 
sports. They might really be in earn- 
est for all one could tell from their 
manner. 

"1 am afraid I would never do for lios- 
ton," a clever Western girl said the 
other day. "1 have frivolous moments 
even while tho discussion of the uni- 
verse and the ultimate end of man is go- 
ing on. I evon let my frivolous atten- 
tion become absorbed in the exquisite 
flavor of an entree or a salad while I am 
hearing the deepest truths of philosophy 
discussed at an intellectual luncheon." 

"You forget," she was answered, 
"that philosophy has no truth',: U has 
only theories, lint, laying that ques- 
tion aside, it is to be inferred from ivhat 
you say that you must really be a Uos- 
tonian changed in your cradle. Your 
attitudo is precisely that of the lioston 
woman, except that she consciously and 
deliberately lets her mind wander.
